Aid  Forms  due  soon

The  College  is  "remaining  by  Us 
March  I deadline"  for  financial  aid  re- 
quests. although  the  forms  for  federal  aid 
were  delayed  by  more  than  a month,  said 
Mark  Lindcnmeycr.  director  of  Financial 
Aid  Parents  arc  encouraged  to  file  their 
forms  for  state  and  federal  financial  aid 
as  soon  b possible  to  meet  this  deadline. 

In  pBt  years.  Ihc  office  received  ihc 
forms  In  late  November  or  early  Decem- 
ber. bui  this  year,  did  not  receive  them 
until  the  Ibi  week  of  January. 

The  delay,  said  bndenmever.  is  a 
nationwide  problem,  caused  primarily  by 
the  1992  Rcauihorujlion  Act  signed  into 
cfTcct  by  Congress  Iasi  July.  The  Act 
cfBurcs  that  families  be  able  lo  apply  for 
federal  financial  aid  for  free. 

As  a result. College  Scholarship  Scr- 
vtce  Inc  . which  issued  a form  Including 
both  federal  and  non-fcdcral  data  ele- 
ments. wb  spill  into  two  separate  appli- 
cations, ihc  Free  Application  for  Federal 
Student  Aid  (FAFSA)  and  ihc  Financial 


Aid  Form  (FAF),  said  bndcnmcycr. 

Changes  to  the  forms  had  to  be  ap- 
proved by  Congress  and  the  Department 
of  Education,  w hich  contributed  to  the 
delay,  bndcnmcycr  said. 

The  FAF.  which  collects  informa- 
tion about  the  family  not  included  on  ihc 
federal  form,  is  used  to  determine  eligi- 
bility for  institutional  forms  of  financial 
aid.  Ils  form  is  standard  nationwide  with 
a section  for  state -specific  questions. 

Applicants  for  financial  aid  must 
file  the  Loyola  Application  for  Financial 
Assistance  directly  with  the  Office  of 
Financial  Aid.  Jenkins  Annex,  and  the 
1 003-94  FAFSA  and  FAF  with  ihc  Col- 
lege Scholarship  Service.  Princeton.  New 
Jersey.  CSS  requires  a minimum  of  four 
to  six  weeks  to  process  the  FAFSA  and 
the  FAF.  so  forms  must  be  submitted  far 
enough  in  advance  to  meet  the  March  1 
deadline. 

According  to  Lindcnmcyer.  al- 
though a "substantial  number"  of  stu- 
dents may  not  be  able  lo  meet  the  dcad- 
llncduc  to  the  delay,  those  who  do  so  will 
be  given  priority,  with  left  over  funds 


distributed  on  a first  come,  first  serve 
basis  “Wfc  encourage  families  lo  esti- 
mate figures  if  they  have  to," 
Lindcnmcyer  said,  noting  that  most 
households  do  not  calculate  their  income 
tax  returns  until  April.

Lip  Sync  returns 


ihc  Writing  and  Media  Department,  was 
moderated  by  visiting  journalist  and 
Baltimore  Sun  Media  Critic  Duvid 
Zurawik. 

The  panelists  pointed  to  a number  of 
reasons  why  crime  stories  have  saturated 
Ihc  news.  Zurawik  opened  the  discus- 
sion by  noting  that,  in  the  time  period 
between  Thanksgiving  and  February  2. 
there  was  only  one  night  during  which  at 
leastoncof  the  four  major  nctworkchan- 
ncls  did  not  lead  off  their  news  with  a 
crime  story. 

There  is  more  crime  in  Baltimore 
nowadays  than  there  was  a two  years 
ago,  said  Simon.  Thomcr  lidded  that  in 
many  news  rooms,  "if  it  bleeds,  it  leads 

The  panel  also  addressed  the  grow- 
ing association  between  news  coverage 
and  entertainment,  with  the  audience 
expressing  opposition  lo  so-called  real- 
ity cop  shows. 

“Violent  crime  was  not  Invented  by 
television,  but  television  gels  it  Into  our 
homes  faster,”  said  Corbett. 

Simon  said  he  has  witnessed  the 
fanfare,  both  locally  and  nationally, 
brought  about  when  his  non-fiction  book 
Homicide,  was  transformed  into  a net- 
work show  on  NBC  Simon  said  he 
Intended  the  book  as  "a  dcmythlfication 
of  detective  shows. ..just  600  puges  of 
people  talking." 

There  ts  "an  uncomfortable  connec- 
tion between  sales  and  news,”  Thomcr 
acknowledged,  stating  that  in  her  time  as 
a journalist  she  has  noticed  an  overlap- 
ping of  sales  and  news,  wi  th  sales  urging 
the  news  department  toattract  more  view- 
ers with  entertaining  products. 

She  said  that  the  media  must  stop 
covering  violent  enntes  so  rapidly  in 
news  reports.  "The  laundry  list  of  vic- 
tims Just  enhances  viewer  numbness." 
Unfortunately,  because  only  12  minutes 
of  a newscast  is  devoted  lo  news,  it  ts 
difficult  to  do  this,  she  said. 

Simon  said  he  would  like  to  sec  a 
return  to  less  reporting  and  more 
storytelling.  "The  way  to  tell  a story  Is  to 
find  a character  and  to  suck  wuh  him 
That  a the  way  journalism  used  to  be 


The  sooner  we  gel  buck  lo  It,  Ihc  belter." 

He  mentioned  that,  in  most  media 
orguni/utiorvs,  the  cnmc  bcut  is  un  entry 
level  position  that  most  quulltyjoumulists 
soon  graduate  from.  This  lack  of  quulily 
means  thut  crime  stones  arc  often  re- 
ported quickly  und. simply  without  much 
depth. 

There  is  also  a racial  imbalance  In 
news  coverage,  which  Roberts  traced  to 
the  luck  of  an  ethnic  buliincc  in  ihc  news- 
room With  very  few  African-Ameri- 
cans making  news  decisions,  there  Is  less 
chance  that  African -American  centered 
stories  will  get  the  greater  weight,  he 
said. 

Often  the  murder  of  u Caucasian

will  make  a news  broadcast  over  a simi- 
lar story  concerning  a minority.  Cauca- 
sians receive  more  press  coverage,  said 
Simon,  because  "coverage,  like  the  po- 
lice, follows  the  money.  Kill  someone  in 
the  Inner  Harbor-thcrc  will  be  detec- 
tives on  the  case,  if  you  kill  someone  on 
Edmonson  Avenue,  who  knows?” 

Sophomore  Alexis  Anano said  that 
she  enjoyed  the  experience,  and  "was 
pleasantly  surprised  by  Ihc  wide  range  of 
topics  covered  I was  impressed  by  Ihc 
intelligence  of  the  arguments  the  panel 
suggested,  and  was  uken  by  the  sugges- 
tions, particularly  those  of  David  Simon 
If  most  of  the  media  attention  l*  on  cnmc, 
then  why  shouldn't  the  best  people  be 
reporting  in  depth  stories  about  It?"

Hacker  docussed  the  fear  of  whites 
of  being  “dragged  down  to  Africa."  and 
aflcr  illustrating  a case  that  involved 
both  a Mack  and  a white  thief,  related  to 
his  audience  the  biggest  fear  of  white 
America 

-The  chief  reason  that  whites  are 


terrified  ts  that  the  black  person  will  not 
only  take  our  money,  but  will  take  a 
moment  and  use  thetr  w capon  to  get  back 
at  us  for  what  we  have  done  to  their 
people," 

-White  people  Iccl  guilty.  Hxkcr 
vaid.  adding  that  an  ignorarve  of  other 
cultures  is  a result  of  whites  shame  and 
guilt  over  past  actions  Parrot  the  reason 
why  a movie  like  Dances  with  IHsfer-t 
had  such  a large  Amcncan  audience  w as. 
“out  of  guilt  for  what  they  did  to  the 
Indians."

There,  in  that  room-whtch  serves  as  the 
bedroom,  dining  room,  and  kitchen-  gath- 
ers a rural  family  laic  in  the  afternoon, 
eating  by  candlelight  or  gas  lamp,  where 
they  talk  with  each  other  and  recount 
their  traditions  and  legends  and  discuss 
their  prominent  economic  problems. 
When  they  have  one.  they  listen  to  a 
transistor  radio,  an  open  window  to  a 
frightening  world.  The  kitchen  light 
unites  with  the  warmth  of  the  mother  and 
father,  upon  whose  laps  the  little  chil- 
dren sleep.  Thus,  the  rural  family  devel- 
ops within  its  own  intimacy. 

In  the  community, our  people  live  in 
small  houses  of  clay,  twigs,  or  bnck. 
with  patios  and  corrab  where  they  house 


equipment  and  domestic  animals.  The 
tow  n includes  the  church,  the  plaza,  the 
drugstore,  the  shops,  and  - for  those  who 
want  to  meet  with  happy  Utopians  • the 
tavern  There  is  a familiar  and  brotherly 
unity  with  the  neighbors,  everyone  knows 
each  other,  and  in  the  ups  and  downs  of 
life,  they  help  one  another.  They  have 
theirown  way  of  life:  the  small  trade,  the 
modest  farm,  the  home-made  food  prod- 
uct sold  in  the  town. 

In  the  cities,  the  artisan  and  worker 
classes  live  in  inns  and  multifamtly 
homes.  The  inns  arc  local  places  with 
many  rooms  rented  to  large,  distinct 
groups  who  share  bathrooms.  The  mul- 
lifamily  homes  have bccnconstruclcdby 
the  government  in  aneffort  to  solved  the 
housing  problem.  The  furnishings  of 
these  dwellings  reflect  the  social  class 
and  income  level  of  its  residents.  Some 
have  ciccincal  appliances  andgoodqual- 
ity  furniture. 

After  furnishing  their  task,  the  men

for  the ' 94  season.  How 's  the  commit- 
tee doing?

Although  many  aspects  of  the 
American  legal  and  social  climate  have 
changed  for  the  better,  prejudice  and 
racism  are  still  as  alive  as  ever  in  the 
I99Ch.  nearly  thirty  years  after  the  civ  il 
strife  of  Kings  era.  One  only  needs  to 
took  as  far  as  the  evening  news  for  proof 
of  Hus-  Neo-nan  hate  groups  like  the 
Ku  Klus  Klan  arc  once  again  highly 
active  throughout  the  nation  The  ac- 
quittal of  the  officers  involved  in  the 
Rodney  King  beating  and  the  nation- 
wide outcry  that  followed  soon  after  are 
indicative  of  the  racial  tensions  that  had 


It  (The  Cml  RighLs  Movement)  eliminated  racism  on 
paper,  at  the  very  least,  but  failed  to  alter  the  old 
attitudes  and  prejudices  that  had  been  taught  for 
generations...  Rewriting  laws  and  amending  the  Con- 
stitution is  one  thing,  but  undoing  decades  of  learned 
prejudice  was  another. 


Malcolm  X These  were  prominent  Afri- 
can-Amervean  leaders  w ho  helped  shape 
the  face  of  the  Civil  Rights  Movement 
and  whose  philosophies  and  ideals 
touched  the  hearts  and  minds  of  millions 
of  people  Their  resistance  10  the  status 
quo  and  demand  for  social  change  shook 
up  the  establishment  and  inspired  the 
lives  of  an  entire  generation.  In  his  fa- 
mous -|  Have  a Dream"  speech  in  Wash- 
ington. D C . Dr.  Martin  Luther  King.  Jr. 
conveyed  his  powerful  message  of  hope 
for  a better  wortd  to  ihc  masses  of  people 
gathered  before  him:  a world  without 
prejudice,  bigotry  or  Ignorance.  How- 
ever. as  we  near  the  end  of  the  twentieth 
century  and  look  back  al  ihc  accomplish- 
ments of  courageous  men  like  Dr.  King. 


been  building  up  in  this  country  for 
years  The  burned  remains  of  South 
Central  Los  Angeles  and  the  deep  emo- 
uonal  scars  left  in  its  wake  are  evidence 
enough  to  remind  ourselves  of  the  feel- 
ings of  anger  and  hostility  that  still  re- 
main deep  within  the  American  social 
suocorRCious.  In  the  international  scene, 
as  well,  ethnic  conflicts  continue  to  es- 
calate Whcthcrn'srcscntrTKni  towards 
foreigners  in  Germany  or  ethnic  fight- 
ing in  the  former  Yugoslavia,  it  seems 
as  if  the  old  saying  holds  true,  "some 
people  never  learn." 

Dr.  King's  dream  has  had  to 
w eather,  not  only  the  intolerance  of  so- 
ciety in  general,  but  contend  with  other 
philosophies,  as  well.  Malcolm  X.  a 


wcll-knownco  mm  unity  leader  renowned 
for  his  more  aggressive  stance  on  racism, 
is  another  historical  figure  whose  life  has 
undergone  a great  deal  of  scrutiny  . Fu- 
eled hy  the  release  of  Spike  Lee's  criti- 
cally acclaimed  movie  (not  to  mention 
ihc  thousands  of  'X'  huts  around  ihc 
country).  Ihc  life  and  teachings  or  this 
controversial  leader  have  seemingly  over- 
shadowed the  dream  of  his  more  passive 
counterpart.  Driving  Given  all  of  these 
circumstances,  it  is  difficult  to  envision 
ihc  dream  which  Dr.  King  so  eloquently 
conveyed. 

Despite  society’s  shortcomings,  the 
dream  is  not  dead.  The  Civil  Rights 
Movement  sought  to  change  Ihc  unfair 
laws  and  practices  that  restricted  a 


person's  fundamental  rights  and  won.  It 
eliminated  racism  on  paper,  al  Ihc  very 
least,  but  failed  to  alter  the  old  attitudes 
and  prejudices  that  had  been  taught  for 
generations  That,  it  was  thought,  would 
take  a great  deal  longer  to  change.  Re 
writing  laws  and  amending  the  Constitu- 
tion is  one  thing,  but  undoing  decades  of 
learned  prejudice  was  anolher  It  all 
starts  with  you.  the  individual.  Combat- 
ting racism  Isn't  a matter  of  black  or 
white  anymore,  it's  people,  changing 
who  they  arc  for  the  better.  It's  about 
getting  nd  of  stereotypes  and  seeing 
people  for  who  they  are,  not  what  they 
arc.  And  that  is  the  stuff  dreams  arc 
made  of.

When  I asked  tha  student  why  he 
was  against  gays  in  the  military,  as  was 
apparent  by  ha  sarcasm,  he  listed  sev- 
eral reasons  Men  do  not  want  to  shower 
with  gay  mea  It  would  lower  morale. 
The  straight  men  would  beat  the  day- 
lights out  of  the  gays  And  it  a possible 
that  they  would  infect  the  heterosexual 
troops  w ith  AIDS 

Many  people  are  expressing  such 
irrational  and  uninformed  fears  and  opin- 
tons  about  the  prospect  of  gays  being 
allowed  to  serve  in  the  military.  While 
there  are  many  practical  issues  which 
will  have  to  be  rethought,  there  a really 
no  legitimate  reason  why  a person  should 
not  be  allowed  to  serve  ha  or  her  country 
bccaiac  of  sexual  preference. 

1 think  that  "fear"  a really  the  key 
word  in  tha  debate  People  arc  afraid  of 
homosexuality,  they  arc  afraid  of  any- 
one w ho  a different,  and  most  of  all  they 
are  afraid  of  change. 

One  fear  related  issue  w hich  people 
against  lifting  the  ban  on  gays  in  the 
military  have  expressed  a the  fear  of  a 
large  scale  transmission  of  AIDS  to  het- 
erosexual troops  from  casualties.  Al- 
though gays  arc  in  a high  risk  group  for 
AIDS,  tha  fear  a unfounded 

All  of  the  straight  service  men  and 
women  who  do  not  practice  safe  sex  arc 
also  high  ns  ks.  Also  the  troops  are  tested 
for  AIDS  before  they  can  enter  the  mili- 
tary and  periodically  during  their  ser- 
vice There  would  be  relatively  little 
chance  that  anyone  would  get  AIDS  while 


doing  ha  jobs 

The  fear  of  AIDS  being  transmit- 
ted to  the  troops  by  gays  a only  an 
example  of  the  homophobia  that  still 
plagues  American  society  today  Many 
people,  such  as  the  student  I talked  to.say 

things  such  as  they  wouldn't  want  lo 
shower  with  gays  because  the  gays  might 
get  excited  and  rape  them. 

Tha  fear  a pari  of  the  prevalent 
misconception  that  gays  arc  perverted 
and  promiscuous  «cx  offenders  While 
some  of  them  may  be,  so  arc  some  straight 
people  Tha  a a stereotype  ss  hich  really 
has  no  basis  in  reality. 

If  a gay  man  were  to  rape  another 
man.  there  o no  question  that  it  should  be 
dealt  with  strictly-  the  same  as  it  should 
be  handled  If  a man  raped  a woman.  In 
short,  the  sexual  code  w hich  pertains  to 
straight  people  should  hold  true  for  gay 
people. 

Many  people,  including  prominent 
politicians  and  lawmakers  arc  worried 
that  allowing  gays  in  the  military-will 
have  a negative  impact  on  morale  and 
cohcsisencsA.  However,  tha  point  of 
v icw  fails  to  recognize  several  facts. 

First  of  all.  there  arc  already  many 
gays  in  the  military  as  there  arc  in  all 
other  professions  This  has  apparently 
nol  been  an  issue  yet,  so  why  would  it 
become  one?  Sure  there  will  be  some 
individual  incidents  of  discrimination, 
but  that  can  be  dealt  with. 

Secondly,  according  to  a study  for 
the  military  in  1989.  there  was  no  evi- 
dence that  gays  would  pose  any  Ihrcats  to 
national  security.  In  an  interview  with 
TheL~A  rimes,  Theodore  R Sarbm.  co- 
author of  the  study,  said  there  us  no  data 
linking  gays  to  low  morale  and  cohesion. 

•Where  there's  good  leadership, 
there's  high  morale,"  Sarbin  said  in  the 
interview. 

Allowing  gays  in  the  military  will 
be  a big  slep  for  the  United  States.  The- 
ban on  gays  in  the  military  has  been  tn 
effect  for  fifty  years.  As  with  any  drastic 


change  there  will  undoubtedly  be  a period 
of  adjustment  and  possible  disruption 

Lifting  the  ban  will  allow  gays  in 
the  service  to  come  out  of  the  closet  If 
they  choose  to  do  so.  It  will  open  up 
issues  concerning  living  arrangements, 
public  displays  of  affection,  sodomy,  and 
gay  marriages  for  military  members. 

But,  in  my  opinion  there  is  no  alter- 
native. After  all.  there  arc  no  legitimate 
fears  or  reasons  why  gays  should  NOTbc 
allowed  in  the  military  However,  there  ls 


at  least  one  good  reason  that  they  should.

These 
arc  men  and  women  who  remained  stead- 
fast in  the  face  of  systematic  disenmina  - 
tion,  but  wc  arc  scarcely  informed  of 
their  great  strides.  Minority  herm  and 
heroines  should  he  honored  and  cher- 
ished for  their  strength  and  persever- 
ance in  spile  of  the  enduring  brand  of 
inferiority. 

While  acknowledging  people 
as  humans  is  the  ideal,  wc  arc  adult 
enough  lo  realize  that  ideal  situations 
are  rare.  We  arc  faced  with  a historical 
reality  that  enslaved  Af  ncan  Americans 
and  sold  them  as  chattel,  subjugated 
women  to  domestic  role*  and  then  di- 
minished as  queers  in  need  of  minonty 
groups  were  suffering  through  these  ad- 
versities and  more  Though  the  afore- 
mentioned have  made  progress,  it  has 
been  achieved  only  through  unceasing 


efforts  lo  dcslroy  persistent  myths  as 
well  as  arduous  campaigns  against  dis- 
crimination. 

Society  makes  minimal 
progress  on  its  own.  Rather  il  Is  a combi- 
nation of  people  recognizing  a need  for 
change  and  seeing  rtxim  for  advance- 
ment that  America  has  continued  to  Im- 
press as  with  technological  und  socio- 
logical advances.  1?»  sit  back  and  wail  for 
things  to  happen  as  you  suggest,  would 
be  passive,  foolish  and  completely  non- 
productive. As  an  African  American 
woman  I do  have  the  option  of  not  fight  • 
mg  for  und  after  *o  many  years  of  perse- 
cution I don't  intend  to  regress  toslavcry 
of  any  kind  It  is  impossible  for  me  not  to 
lookforwurd  to  a better  tomorrow  silling 
at  the  back  of  ihc  bus;  today,  I may  sit 


anywhere  on  the  bus,  hut  I'm  riding  the 

bus  never  the  less;  tomorrow  I plan  lo 
own  ihc  bus  company.
